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Reasons for allowance 

Claims 20-36 are allowed. 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art is 
exemplified by NPL reference "Blind Rate Detection Algorithm in WCDMA Mobile 
Receiver" (Insoo Sohn and Seoyoung Lee). 

1 . The NPL reference "Blind Rate Detection Algorithm in WCDMA Mobile 
Receiver" (Insoo Sohn and Seoyoung Lcc) teaches an BTFD algorithm, also known as a 
Blind rate Detection Algorithm, wherein an add-compare-select operation is performed 
on a length of data blocks for rate i, including CRC parity bits. After, the ACS operation 
has been performed, a threshold parameter such as S(N) is assigned, wherein within the 
threshold parameter, Ao(i), is the state metric at zero state for rate i, Amin(i), is the 
minimum state metric for rate i, and finally Amax(i), is the maximum state metric for rate 
i. The threshold parameter is compared with a pre-defined threshold value T, wherein if, 
the threshold parameter is less than T, a traceback operation is performed. However, if 
the threshold is larger than T, then the rate i is viewed as an incorrect candidate, and the 
next rate is tested. The data blocks which pass the threshold check, are passed onto the 
next step, which is a CRC check. If the CRC detection was negative for rate i, then the 
rate i is declared to be false. However, if the rate i passed the CRC detection, the 
threshold parameter is compared with a minimum threshold Smin. Finally, if the 
threshold parameter (with data blocks), which have successfully passed the threshold test 
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and the CRC detection test, is a value smaller than Smin, then Smin will have to be 
updated. The same procedure is iterated for every pre-defined data rate, wherein the final 
survivor within the minimum threshold is defined as the estimated transmitted data rate. 

However, the cited NPL reference "Blind Rate Detection Algorithm in WCDMA 
Mobile Receiver" (Insoo Sohn and Seoyoung Lee) does not teach using a Viterbi 
algorithm to determine trellis metrics for a point in said signal that would be an end point 
of a candidate block according to the given candidate format and performing a check 
using said decoded part to determine whether the candidate block satisfies an error 
protection scheme of the given candidate format.
